The substitution of a semi-colon for 
mma in an act which became a law 
in I lot of trouble for 

irfaco railroads and apparently 
makes necessary the passing of a heal- 
ing act by the present legislature. 
The act, which relates to railroad 
crossings, is as follows : 

electric, cable or horse rail- 
road shall hereafter bo constructed 
the tracks of a steam railroad 
at grade ; nor shall any steam railroad 
my such electric, cable or horse 
railroad at grade, except upon applica- 
tion and approval by the railroad 
commissioners." 

The preceding was approved, semi- 
colon and all, June 11, 1880, and be- 
came a law. The result is that while 
steam roads can cross surface linos at 

will with the permission of the rail- 
road commissioners struct and electric 
roads are barred from crossing

Speaking of the Deaf and Dumb a 
well known writer reoently said 
" There is in my opinion no class of 
people that labor under the yoke of 
misfortune more happy and contented 
than deaf-mutes." The reason as- 
signed for this most probably is, that 
the majority of them are born in that 
state and care little about their loss, 
while those who may succumb in after 
life are easily reconciled. And we 
see no reason why t hey should worry 

over their misfortune when they en- 
joy life and are as happy as the rest 
of humanity. The ingenuity of man 

and progress of later years lias placed 
at the hands of deaf-mutes better 
and more advanced methods of educa- 
tion, various branches of mechanical 
instruction and other opportunities, 
enabling them to choose their profes- 
sion and prepare for the battle of life. 
, Through the instrumentality of 
speech we gain access to the outside 
world which imbues us with lofty 
ideas, enriches our intellect and culti- 
vates a desire for knowledge. This 
faculty together with hearing are 
most essential in aiding us to obtain 
an education. Deprived of these two 
important faculties the deaf and dumb 
are in many ways handicapped. In 
the beginning of their career the 
obstacles and disadvantages they have 
lo overcome are numerous and trying. 
The brain having almost stagnated, 
the imparting of knowledge therein is 
very gradual, but once the ability to 
form words ami express thoughts has 
been reached their progress is gratify- 
ing. The different exhibits at the 
World's Pair which were the works 
of deaf-mutes reflected great credit on 
them, and the exposition and forcibly 
demonstrated their superiority as a 
class of individuals their genius of 
intellect ami lofty aspirations. Dur- 
ing the World's Fair also Chicago had 
the honor of fostering and cordially 
greeting the most notable gathering 
of deaf-mutes that baa ever assembled. 

The hospitality displayed by the 
people of the Windy City oil this 
occasion linked together with the 
grandest achievement of the Nine- 
teenth Century will not and can not 
be forgotten. The proceedings of 
this convention and rules adopted for 
their execution are well worth preserv- 
ing and will be of value to educators 
of deaf-mutes. Various plans were 
formulated for the advancement of 
deaf-mute institutions throughout 

unt rv and discussions indulged 
in by men of learning and experience 
that will result in an immeasurable 
amount of good. 

In most of the States the allowance 
made by the General assembly is 
entirely inadequate to meet the press- 
ing requirements of its public institu- 
tions. The general public should give 
its sobool for defective classes their 
undivided co-operation and atten- 
tion, and the good that has already 
been done would be greatly in- 
creased. Certainly there can be no 
more noble undertaking and none that 
will so readily win the applau - 
admiration of our contemporaries. 

The German Poet Heinrioh Heine 
Jwth said : " When 1 am dead place 
not the flower wreath on my coffin, for 
though I have loved poesy it has been 
to me but a divine plaything, but 
place upon my coffin a SWOrd, for I 
bare been a soldier in the army of 
education and mankind." And so it 
is with those men who urge upon 
humanity the necessity of providing 
for its public institutions for defective 

18 and uphold civilization. 
On the heathered hills of Scotland, 

the sword of Wallace is yet a bright 
tradition. The genius of France in 
brilliant literature of the day p:»ys its 
high homage to its educators and 
advancers of mankind. 

To say that institutions for the 
deaf ami dumb, and all other defec- 
tive ela Driving, would \- 
mild way of commenting. Only the 
strictest disciplinarian can be instruct- 
ed with their management and only 
financial discretion should 
be enforced by the superintendent as 
their head. 

These demands being supplied, and 
a few other requirements met with, it 
is safe to say that the next few 
will find institutions of this class and 
character in America flourishing be- 
yond measure, standing as bul 
of prosperity, and reaching the grand- 
est and most glorious era that history
